moft confiderable Cities in the World. You fabjoyn with a great 
deal of Reafon, that it would be a Matter of the greateft .Im- 


portance to agree in this, becanfe of the great Number. of :Obfer- 
Cca.- Fations...

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vations that have been made which regulate the Pofition of 
Places, according to the Meridian of Paris ; and why then, fay 
you, ought we not to follow the Decifion of the Academy, who 
place this great City, and its famous Obfervatory in 22 deg, and 
an half. 

You are not the only Perfon that hath made this Reflection, 
About.two years ago the _late Me Hgns a Dottor of the Sorbonne 
very well Known to the Learned World by his Méfit, asked tne 
the fame Queftion, in ordgr to fatishe a Stranger who had wrote 
to him abourit. To give you a*more pofitive Anfwer to your 
Queftion, we muft firft agree on the place through which the firft 
Meridian muft pafS. Secondly, We muft endeavour to fix the 
Longitude of Paris. Thirdly, Imuft anfwer what you fay con- 
cerning the Decifion of the Academy. » , 

As tothe Firft, You Know, aS well'as 1, that»the \Ancients 
placed the 1{t Meridian at the Fortunate Iflands, being the fur- 
theft Land they knew to the Weftward,; .and that was very rea- 
{ohable ; for where could\they better begin to count the Longi- 
tude, than atthe end of the World, if I may be allowed fo to 
ipeak, andcat the Ifles -beyond which ,. they.-thought-there was 
no Land, but only a vaft Sea of an unknown extent, that. they 
thought fet a Boundary to the Habitation of Mankind. 

As to the Moderns, it would feem that in an. Arbitrary thing 
like that, they ought to have conformed themfelves to the Senti- 
ment of the Ancients, and to have {poke the fame. Lahgite | 
with them. _ Yer different Authors, and evenwhole Nations fave 
placed the firft: Meridian differently. But: it is enough for my

Theré remains nothing further, but that I fhould‘anfwer- the 
Objeftion which you make concerning the Gentlemen of the Roy- 
al Academy -of Sciences, who you fay have determined the Lon- 
pitude of Paris at 22 deg. and an halt. As to which I mnft ‘obs 
ferve, that the Academy have not yetmade any Obfervations from 
the Ifland of Fer, which oceafions their having determined nothin 
yet-as to the Matter, and that’ their Obfefvations have hitherto 
given the Difference of Longitudes, only with Relation to the Me- 
ridian of Paris. Neverthelef$ fome’ Members of thar -Leszned 
Society, nding themfelves under a Neceflity on certain Occafions 
to-exprefs themfelves according to the ordinary Cuftom, which 
is to determine the Longitudes with Relation to the firft Meri- 
dian, they have been obliged to fuppofea diftance betwixt Paris 
and the ari Meridian, and they commonly: made this diftance 
22 deg-andan half, the Reafon as follows: 

As it is our'Intereft to make our Advantage of the Knowledge 
of the Ancients, it iself{o a point of Juftice, and we ought to 
have that refpett for them, to change nothing in what they have 
eftablifhed until we can alter it with certainty, and the knowledge 
of the Caufe. The Gentlemen of the Academy have carried it 
fo with re{pett tothe Ancient mit i phers, which was Very rea- 
fonable for keeping up-all pofhbleLniformity, ‘betwixt the An: 
cient and new Geography, a Point of Perfection,’: which it-were 
to be: wifhed. that Science might arrive at: If there were any 
Country in the World, for which thofé Gentlemen ougfit to have 
any particular Regard; it was without doubt Prunce, and efpe- — 
cially the City-of Par% 10 whofé.Meridian : they)would tefer-all 
the Obfervations made: elféwhere!i And finge in’ that Difpofition 
of Mind, they obferved that Ptolomy had reafonably: oe 

ance.. 
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diftance from the Town of Nice, which is the moft,Eafterly 
Point of France to Cape Gobee now Cape d¢ Four, which is the 
moft Welterly Part of it, they had reafon to prefume that the 
diftance which the fame Author makes betwixt Cape Gobee, and 
the firft Meridian was alfo Juft, and by Confequence that Paris, 
and the other Towns of the Kingdom might be very near inthe 
{fame Longitude that Pso/omy fays.° But fince the FrenchpGeo- 

raphers are ordered to place the fitit Meridian in the Weftern 
ms of the Ifle of Fer, and that Profomy placed it a degree fur- 
ther to the Weft, thofe Gentlemen have drawn the fait Meridian 
nearer by one deg. and inftead of placing Paris in the Longi- 
tude of 23 & an halt asPro/omy did,they make it only 22 and half 
Now though in this they have been obliged to differ in fomé 
Meafure fromthe Difpofition of the Ancients; it would feem 
neverthelef$ thar they havedone aothing in it contrary to their 
Intention, fince the defign of the Ancients was to place the 
firft Meridian in the furthelt Country they knew without any 
Scruple, and it would feem they did not place the fame a degree ~ 
further, but becaufe they did not think themfelves certain of the 
Knowledge which they had of the Fortunate Iilands, & it appears 
to be true that they did not know ’em very well fincePto/omy hath 
placed chem under the fame Meridian, whereas they were fitu- 
ated for the moft part Eaft and Weft, and that he gave the moft 
Southerly of them 10 degrees of Latitude. thotgh it hath‘a- 
bout 28. 


This is what the Gentlemen of the Academy have done as to 
the Longitude of Paris; nor have they laid it down but by way 
of Hypothefis, till fuch time as they have immediate Obfervations 
to fix the Difference of this Meridian from that of the Ifland 
‘of Fer , 1 know not whether I have juftly hit the Mind of that 
Society, but this is my Opinion of the Matrer; and its an e- 
vident Proof that the Academy hath not as yet determined any 
thing tn it, that M. de /a Hire, who is one of the principal and 
Moft ancient Members of that Society gives not to Paris above 
20 degrees and an halt of Longitude, whichis as much as*to fay, 
thatvitis {till left Arbitrary. 


Monf. de /e Hire perceiving that Cape Verd was fixed with 
‘Relation to the Meridian of eg. he was of Opinion, Tha 
dd ‘by 
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by the Diftance of the Mland of Fer from Cape Yerd, he 
might fix the Longitude of that Cape, which was a degree 
further Eaft than the Ifle of Fer, and by Confequence that 
Paris was in 20 degrees and an half; and.he is very fire, 
that if by future Obfervations things be not. found altogether 
fo, they will at leaft be found very mear it: And all this is . 
only in Expeftation of better, that is to fay till there be 
One or More Obfeérvations at the Ifland of Fer ,. without 
which the AC A DEM Y will not come to a Determé 
nation, becaufe they have a mind to do it with Certainty, . 
and this they believe they cannot do but after good .Obferya- 
TLONS» . 


I hope then, Sir, you will not any more obje&t the Autho- 
tity of the A CA DE-M YX for the Longitude of Paris, 
fince they have net yet determined the Matter: And_ that, 
moreover, I only give‘my Opinion asa Conje€ture ; but yer 
am .perfwaded , That when an Obfervation is made at the 
Ile of Fer, the Longitude that refults from it will differ only | 
in. fome Minutes, from that which I have laid. down,. I re- 
ly fo much on the Dutch Sea M A PS, which I made 
ufe of to determine the Pofition of Cape Verd, in regard of . 
the [fle of Ker.

‘Duke’s Kindred thought they had:a better Title to the Succeflion 
than his Baftard; upon which they tebelled ;, but. the fib. of 
‘them were foon fubdued by the young Princes Tutors, with the 
Affiftance of the French King who protefted him. The firft of 
_ his own A€tions we find mentioned, was the belieging of the Ca- 
‘files oi. Damfront and Aleacon, poffefied by. the Rebels, cand his 
Severity to the Garifon. of a, Fort that he took near” ita 
by Storm, ordering their Hands and Feet to be seut.off,, bes 
caufe when he came before it,.they cryed out, La pel, /2 pel, 
ze, the Skin, the Skin., reptoaching him with the bafenefS of 
his Birth, his Mother Ar/otra being a Skinner’s Daughter. This 
Severity fo terrified thofe of the Caftle, that they furrendred, 
though Godfrey Eatl of Anjou, was coming to their. Relief with 
a numerous Army. Duke Wi/iam obliged him alfo to. retire, 

Ddd 2: t00K 
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took Hambriers, a Frontier Town belonging to him, and retur- 
ned in Triumph to Roan. All this-happened before he-was.22 
Yearsof Age. He afterwards{trengthened himfelfby caufing the 
Eftates of-Normandy to,renew their Fealty to-hin®, and marrying 
the Earl of Flanders’s Daughter, for. which he was excommuni- 
cated, by his Uncle the Archbifhop of Regocn, becaufe the was 
within the forbidden Degrees, of Confanguinity ; and to expiate 
this Crime they ‘were enjoined by Pope Vidfor to. build Hofpi- 
tals and Monattries. 

Soon after this, Wz//iam Count of Argue, the Duke’s Baftard 
Uncle rebelled againft him, beingaffifted by Henry I. of f-ance, 
but the Duke befieged his Uncle in the Caltle of Argue, ando- 
bliged him to furrender on Condition .of having his Life only 
faved. He ftill got the better alfo of the King of krance, de- 
feated him infeveral Battles, and prefumed fo much upon.his 
SuccefS, that he {corned to attack his Enemies by Surprize, but 
always fent-them word what Day he would give them Battle. 
Hevfubdued the Earldom and City of Mans, and obliged Alan 
Earl of Britain to fubmit himfelf and hisCountry to his Dittre- 
tion. This is what we find moftremarkable in his Life, before 
the Conqueft; | a 
“Some Years before King Edward the Confeffor’s Death,.. Duke 
Wiliam being his Kinfman, came over to vifit him with a great 
Retinue ; the King entertained him very honourably, and {hewed 
him ail the principal Cities and Caftles of the Kingdom, but as 
yet there was no mention of his Succeffion. Our Author proves 
the Falfhood of the Story of way gy affuring him .of it 
a year before his Death, by Robert Archbifhop of Canterbury,that 
Prelate being dead long before, but agrees that King Edward did 
fometime befose his Death, really nominate him for his Succeffor, 
and that Haro/ds denying him the Crown, according to that No- 
mination occafioned his Invafion of Exg/and;-.and the fatal Battle 
of Haftings, in which Harold was flain. Our Author having gi-

Boughs in their Hands, and obliging him to come to their 
Terms, €7c, He_then goes on with his Story from: Wi/ham of 
Poitoz, who ws the Dukes Chaplain and gives usan Account of 
his march to London, again{* thote who detigned to make Edgar 
Atheling King , of his driving thofe who fallied: upon him, over 
the Bridge with a greatSlaughter, and of his burning.that Part 
now Called Southwark. 

Not being able to enter the City he refolved to fubdue the ad- 
jacent Countries; upon which Szigand oe of Canterbury, 
and diverfe of the Englifh Nobility renounced Prince Edgar and 
fubmitted tothe. Norman at Welling ford,. and-afterwards the A\B. 
of York with Edgar himfelf and others of the Nobility fubmitted 
to himat Berkbamftead:.. Chrittmas. approaching, he marched up 
to London, and being defired.by all Parties to. take the Crown 
upon him, he complied with their defire: after -fome Debate and 

nfaltation, and on Chriftmas-Day was crowned at.VVeftminfter 
by. A/dred Arch-Bifhop of York, the Coronation Oath being the 
fame.in Effe&t which theSaxon Kings.his Predeceflors,. had taken 
before. Wegave an Account in’our laft of our Author's proving 
againit Dr. Brady, that King Waldiam did not claim the'Crown by 

nqueft, and therefore fhall fay no more offit here. 

Mr. Tyrre/ proceeds and —_ us an Accountof King Wil/iam’s 
diftributing King Harold’s Treafure amongft his Followers,’ of his 
performing many things at firft forthe General Good of the Na: 
tion, of his patting Frenchmen into Places of TFruft, of his buil- 
ding Battle Abby..in Memory:.of his Vittory, ordering Prayers to 
be faid there for the:Souls of thofe that were Slain, and erecting 
the Altar on:'that very fpot, where King: Haro/d’s Standard, and 
asfome fay, his Body was found and taken up.

When he came into ork/hire, he put moft of the People 
to the Sword, and coming to a Battle with the Danes, routed 
them and took 2ork, and his Army {preading it felf near a 100 
Miles in Compafs, they defiroyed alike the: Mfaocent and the 
Guilty.. King!W/d//ram atterwards tinding .it for: his Advantage to 
‘to make Peace with the Danes, bribed barl Osder# their General 
to leave the Kingdom, for which his Brother the King of, Den- 
mark banifhed him, when he returned Home... After this the 
King pafled into Chefhire, feized the Plate and Money depofited 
in Monattries, made the Bifhops and Great. Abbots hold by 
Knights Service, but for tear of the Englith, who were, confpi- 
ting to fet up Edger Atheling, he again wore. to oblerve the 
Laws of King Edward, but profently atter broke bis,Oath, dif 
inherited many of the Englifh and dealt cruelly\ with thofe he 
took in the Ifle of B/. He \atterwards: invaded. Scot/end and 
received Homage from King Malcolm; but Mr. I)prred fays, 
there’s no .Authority from our Ancient Hiftorians , to fay 
that this Homage was for all Scor/end. . After this he ttan{por- 
ted a great. Army into cHrence , took the City .of Mazs..- He 
wrote a: ftout Letter to PopeoGregory VIL. denying to fweas 
Fealty to, him for the Kingdom \of England; After this. he laid 
a Taxof 6s. oneach Hide of Laid to putthe Kingdom: in a 
Pofture of Defence againft the Danes, raifed.a great. Army to 
refift them, and made all the -Bifhops and Nobility renew theis 
Oath of Fealtyté:himéelf but. the Danifh' Expedition ‘was fre- 
{trated by contraty Winds. Azzo 1986: The great Survey of all 
the Lands in Eng/ogd:, written: inytwo Books, called, The 
Great and Little Dooms-Day Book, begun by this: King’s Order 
6 Years: before, was:compleatedy:giving an Account, what Asa 
ble Land, Pafture, Meadow and Wood each Man. had, and what 
the Extent. dnd Value of them was in the time of King Edward,&a, 
In. this Survey: the Counties of Weftmoreland, Gemberland and 
Northumberland were not contained.’ He afterwards: paffed into 
Normandy. to make Warupon Hreace, burnt the »City of Mane, 
with all-its Churches, to be revenged on» the French King’s bitter 
Scott on his big Belly, but received his Death there, by leapinga 
Ditch’on Hordeback, whereby he fo bruifed the Rim of his Belly 
again{t the Pummel of his Saddle, that it caft him into af, incu 
table Diftemper of which he'died. . Our Author ptcinienn gS 
Reign with:an Account of his laft Willand dying Speech; His.bu- 
neral, Charafterand Laws. «+ ssvsel fut gaiven oe C 
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The Second BOOK contains the Reign of King Wi//iam Il. 
who being appointed Succeffor to the Crown by his Father's 
Will, came over into Exg/and to fecure it, delivered his Father’s 
Recommendatory Letters to Archbifhop Lenfranxc, made fair 
Promifes before his Coronation, and was Eletted and Crowned 
at: Weftminfter the 27th of Septem), 1088. The Norman No- 
bility fettled in Exg/end, begin foonto repent their Choicé, be- 
ing more inclinable to Duke Rogert his Elder Brother, who was 
of a freer Temper, and being alfo difappointed in their Expe- 
Etations from Wiliam Al. Others fay, the true Keafon why fo 
many of the Norman Nobility confpired again{ft the King, was 
that thofe who had Eftates both in Exe/endand Normandy, being 
in a great {trait how to obey two Lords at once, who were dif*int 
in. Place, and of different Intereft, moft of them refoived to 
make Duke Robert, who was the eldeft, King both of Exg/und 
and Normandy, for preferving the Unity of the Nations. They 
formed avery great Confpiracy in Eng/and, which afterwards 
broke out into a War, but Duke- Robert being flothful, and -not 
coming over to affift them in time; the Confpirators were defeat- 
ed.one after another ; and the King’s Fleet deftroyed the Duke’s 
Succours, as they were coming over from Normandy. Yet it was : 
not fo much by open Force, that he quelled this Rebellion of the 
Normans, as by promifing to give Eafe, and other & es things, 
to: all his Subjeéts, and efpecially to the Englifh Natives; bur 
broke. all his. Promifes, as foon as his Danger was over. After 
Archbifhop Lanfrane’s Death he grew worfe and worfe, and fold 
all vacant Bifhopricks and Abbies. He-went afterwards into Nor- 
mandy, took many ftrong Places from his! Brother Duke Rober, 
bought off the King of France, and concluded a Peace with his 
Brother, Whilft he befieged his Brother Henry in Se. Michael's 
Mount, he rode one Day alone out of his Camp to take the Air, 
and feeing fome of the Enemies’ Soldiers ride boldly up towards 
him,he trufted fo:much to his perfonal Valour that he would needs 
charge them, but.at thefirft Encounter was difmounted by one of 
them,-and had his Horfe killed under him. The Souldier who. ’ 
did it being ready to ftriKe him, he cryed out, Hold, Knave, J 
am the King of England, at which the Soldiers being much firr- 
Paige they took him up with great Kefpeét, and fet. him upon 

Horfe.. The King-being mounted again, looked briskly 





about him,.and-asked,. Who *wwas-that difmounted him ; he _ 
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did it,after whifpering to the Reft, anfwer'd boldly, Twas Iwho 
did not think you were any more than a Common Trooper: The 
King replied with a plealing Countenance, By Sz. Luke’s Face, 
which was his ufual Oath, thow /halt be my Soldier, and ferving 
under me shall have ajuft reward of thy Valour, 

Atter this the King and Duke Roderr his Brother invaded Scor- 
land, but the Earlof Northumberland, then an Exile in ‘Scotland, 
{eeing the Scots{o well prepared, fent for Edgar’ Arbeling to come 
privately to him, and by his Mediation a Peace was concluded 
betwixt the twd Kings, in confideration of which good Office, 
King /V://iam was again reconciled to Prince Edgar. . 

The King being fick and like to die, feemed very penitent :for 
his former Crimes, and filled up the vacant Bifhopricks, but upon 
his Recovery grew worfe and worfe. He went over to Normandy 
to make War orhis Brother Robert, bought off many of the 
Norman Nobility from his Brother’s Intereft, & fent into England 
to raife 20000 trefh Men, whom he ordered to be difmiffed again 
for 10 s. a-piece.. After his Return he invaded Wales twice, ‘but 
without Succef$: He fent his Brother Heavy into Normandy to 
carry on the War again{t his Brother D. Robert, made a League 
with his Brother and. took pofleffion:of his Dutchy for Money 
lent him. He made War upon the French King, tor the French 
Veuxin, but afterwards cametoa Peacewith him. He fent Ed: 
gar Aibeling with a great Army into Scotland, to make his 
Nephew Edgar, Son to King Ma/co/m, King there, which he gal- 
lantly effe€ted againft Dova/d the Udurper. He afterwards quar- 
reled with the Archbifhop Am/e/m , who feeing no hopes of A- 
mendment in the King, asto the Sale of Bifhopricks and Abbys, 
demanded leave to go to Rome, contrary to the Will of the King, 
who after his Departure feized his Temporalities. . The Pope and 
Archbithop both wrote to the King about it, his Majefty received 
the Pope’s Letter, but refufed An/e/ms, and {wore by God’s Face, 
his ufual Gath, that the Afchbifhop’sServant, who broughtit, 
fhould have his Eyes pulled out, if he did nor fpeedily leave the 
Kingdom. The Pope threatned to excommunicate the King, but 
by his Gifts and Bribes to the Pope and Cardinals, he: efcaped 
that Cenfure. A | 5 

He raifed great Taxes for building London-bridge , the Walls 
round the Tower, and Weftminfter-Ha/l, in the latter he képp his 
Whitfontide ; and when others were admiring it for'its S - 


nels, he faid, "Twas too little by half. Count Hedy de Z Hefcbe 
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farprized the City of Mans,'towhich he. formed Preténtiors 
in Right of his Wife, and laid clofe- Siegeitacthe Caltle. The: 
News of this was brought toothe King as hunting in New For- 
reft... He fent back the Meffenger to'tell them,, Ae ‘would-be with 
them in'$ Days, and turning his»Horfe’s ‘Head tocthe Sea, rode 
on.as taft ashe could, replying:to:thofe thatiddiwed himito fiay 
for his Army, They who: love me, will fotlow.we: He came; to 
Dartmouth, with very. few Attendants in . order to embark, and 
when the Mafter of the Ships told him, the Weather was fo 
rough that there was no pafling without’ rhanifelt hazard\;‘he 
aniwered, Tujh, fet Sail; I never yet\heard.ofa\.King that was 
drowned,|. He arrived. at Barfleurinext Neerningy and fbmmon- 
ed his Forces in. Normandy to attend him aciMlengs,, ‘The,,Enemy 
upon News of his approach, taifed-the Siege; and. Count Hely 
being foon after’ taken Prifoner, the King faid tohim, Now,Sir, 
I have got you; the Count replied, Yes, but-ic was bya Wile; if

Hough M. de L’I/e hath of .a long time profeffed himfelf to 
be a Teacher of Geography, he began only in March laft to 
publifh fome Works on that Subje€t, and found himfelf obliged, 
in order to give Credit to them, to endeavour to perfwade the 
World, that thofe which appeared before him were defe€tive. He 
declares himfelf particularly againft me, and falls upon the Gene- 
ral Map,which I had the honour to prefent to his Majefty in Nov. 
laft,four Months before M.de L’I/le’s Work appeared,which makes 
it evident,that there is nothing in that Map, borrowed from him, 
I am now about publifhing the Ho/y.Land in four Sheets,with the 
Ancient and Modern Divifions, the principal A€tions that hap- 
pened during the Old and New Teftament, and a Chronology of 
the Leaders of the Iffaelites, The Ornaments are compofed of 
feveral Monuments of the Holy Places.’ After this Idefign to pu- 
lifh the four Parts of the World in feveral Sheets, together with - 
the moft remarkable Events that have happened fince the’ 
Deluge. I will alfo give the Publick my Reafons forthe principal 
Changes I have made, wherein I have exa€tly followed the lear- 
ned and ufeful Obfervations of the Gentlemen of the Academy 
of Sciences, without prefuming to change or perfect them by my 
own weak Reafonings. Iam content torefer all tothe Judgment 
of underftanding and difinterefted Perfons, without entring into 
Difpute with M. de L’Iffe ox any other.

It would teem it muft 
be fo, fince all the Maps of Fapan hitherto publifhed, makeit 
an Ifland,, and that, a. certain.Perfon hath informed you, that he 
failed round it, but for the clearing of this Matter, I fuppofe ir 
will not be amifS.to fay one, Word of the Difcove.y of Fapan, 
and of the Land. of | Feco, 


We could never be cettain,. which of the; Europeans it was 
that firft opened the way.for othersto Japan. Maffee pretends, 
that *twas the Portuguifé, whoin their way to Chima were calt 
by a Tempeft upon the Coaft of that Country about 1540. 
and we fee by a Letter of St. Francis Xavier, dated from Co. 
cuz, in 1548. that this Difcovery is but lately made. Be that 
how it will the Portuguifé having found the great Profit, they 
could make of it, continued to go thither, and’ in Procefs of 
ume fent Ships regularly thither from Malacca and Macao. 


When Phikp Il. King of Spain had conquered the Philippine 
Viands, the Spaniards began alfo to go to ta pan, and they fol- 
lowed that Trade more Affiduoufly when that fame Prince made 


himfelf Mafter of Portuga/, and of all the Places, which. the 
Portuguife poffeffed in the Indies. A great while after, the. . 
Englifh alfo traded thither, and ar laft the Dutch, who at..this 
Day.drive a Trade there that enriches them, .

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When the Porttiguife went thither at firft, an Inhabitant hear- 
ing fome of them {peak of St. Francis Xavier came to feck him 
as far as the Imdies, whereupon that Miflionary went thither on 
the 15th of Axguft 1549. The Jefuites being afterwards efta- 
‘blifhed there, went from: thence ro the Land of Feco, and were 
the firft that gave the Europeans any' Knowledge of that Country. 
In 1565. Father Louis Bro wrote of it to the Jefuites of Gou. 
In 1615. Father Fero:we-de Angelis fent a Relation of it to Father 
Rodriguez Vice Provincial of Fapan. In 1620. Father Coravag/io 
went thither. And in r62r. Father Ange/vs gave a Second and 
more Ample Relation of it. 


"Tis probable we fhould have had more Knowledge of this 
Country, had it not been for the Perfecution which fell out in 
Fapan in 1637. and continued for fome Years ‘after, during 
which not only the Jefuites, but all Chriftian Merchants and 
‘above all the Spaniards and Portguifé were chafed thence. 
There was none but the Dutch who found’ the Method of fet- « 
tling themfelves there, and are at’this time the only Europeans 
who drive a Trade to Fapen. But what was loft on the one fide, 
was in fome manner gained onthe-other, by the difovery of part 
of the Land of Feco, which was altogether -unknown to us be: 
forc, for in 1643. having a mind to difcover the Eaftern Part of 
Fapan and. Tartary, and the Sea with which they are bounded, 
they fent two Shipsfrom Bettavia, to wit, the Bres-Kens and the 
Caftricom, the firft of them commanded by Capt, Schaep who was 


Admiral of that Little-Fleet. 


They had Orders to fteer to the Northermoft Point of Japan; 
and to advance as far as the 56 deg. of Elevation, but within 
§6 Leagues of Yendo, a Tempeft parced them, and they never 
returned... The Caffricom held on her Courfé, and difcovered-the 
States Ifland, the Companies Land and the Eaftern Part of the- 
Country of Jeco to48 deg. and 58 min. of Elevation; but the . 
Bréesken’s having”anchored on the Coalt -of Japan, and Captain 
Schaep’ and fome‘of his People being’ imprudently amuted by 
fom: Lords of the Country, they were carried to Yendo, and’ 
had’ much ado to fave thefnfelves. - 





“ Tis timenow to come to the Point in Queftion, and to thew

1. That we have no Mapin Europe, made ‘by the Mathema- 
ticians of Japan ; and that none. but the. Jefuiites can give usa 
Map of that Country, becaufé, they are the only Europeans who 
have entred into the inermoft Part.of it. Tis tue, that the 
Dutch have {veral times travelled by the way of Nangasaki to 
Tendo, but’wwas always upon the fame Line ; and if they give us 
an Account of any thing elfe than is found on that Road, it is 
only by Hear fay, and not of their own certain Knowledge.

4. In the Relation which Tzverzier hath given of Japan, in the 
3d Tome of his Travels, there’sa Map which.makes Japan an 
{fland, and there ‘tis faid, that a- Dutch Pilot who viewed the 
Coalt of Jeco, hath related that. °tis divided from, Japan, by.a 
little {pace of Sea, which thofe of the Country call the Strait 
of Samgaar. But there is iv that Relation another Story which 
is much more pofitive to fhew that Jepan is truly andfland, there 
tis aid that at the time that, M. Caren was Prefident of the 
Dutch Faftory at Japan, he ordered the General of Batavia, to, 
equip two Veflels to difcoverall the Coafts of Japan, and chief- 
ly thofe which lie near the Gold Mines, to fee if there were. any;

called the States Tfland, they afterwards touched at another Land 
which they called the Companies Land, and difcovered it to be 
the fame Continent with the Nra/ban and the Coree, and that 
after having failed a ‘long 'timé in thofe Seas, they pafled the 
Svraits of Sangaer, which divides Jeco from Japan, and came 
along its Coaft eaftward, but were furprized by a Tempeft, the 
two Ships dafhed-againft-one another, and none but the Admi- 
ral and 13 Perfons eftaped afhore. That the Japaners carried - 
them to Yendo, where the Emperor having examined the Admiral, 
he told him abundance of Stories, but concealed the true Rea- 
fon of his Voyage, and the Emperor fent him back to the Dutch 
Fattoryg where he gave an Account of his Adventures at Lea- 
fure to the ‘Sieur Carron. There'can be nothing more pofitive 
than this to fhew that Japev is an Ifland. , 


_ §. “Tis faid, That M. Caron fent a Chart to the Direftors of 
the India Company, wherein Jzpan is marked as an Ifland, and 
that a Japaner, who traded annually to Matsmey, aflured the 
Hollanders , that the Land of Jeco was alfo an [land and - 
that hefigned the Relation he gave theth of it ,. fo ‘that the 
Maps of Jepan made in Holland, don’t fail to place'a Sea be- 
twixt the North Part of Japan and the Land of Jeco. In_ fine, 
in a Map.of Tartary, which was fent from China fome Years - 
ago, Japan isalfo marked as an Ifland. So that there are abun- 
dance of Reafons to think that Jepan is an Ifland ; yet.’tis very 
improbable that Strangers fhould be better informed of Jepam, 
than Japaners themfelves, who to ‘this day are uncertain whether 
their Country touch that of Jeco, or be entirely ‘feparated from 
it, becaufe the Gulf or pretended Straight, which is betwixrthofe 
Countries4s bounded with: high Mountains and inacceflible Pfe- 
cipices.

Wormsare a fort of {mall-Infe&s ; and particularly thofe which 
are engendered in humane Bodies may be reckoned among the 
Number of reptile Worms, which move by virtue of their Spiral 
Fibres. The Anterior Fibres are difperfed about, and caufe the 
body 6f the Infe& to-ftretch-out it felf, whil& the: Pofterior: Fi- 
bres approach nearer’to-one another ; and by this Contraction 
forming afort of ‘a fmall Circle, ‘they bring! the Body: into a very 
narrow Compafs ;“after which Contraction the body fo Contra&~ 
ed ftretches it felf out by virtue of the Fibres, and from ‘thence 
the Infect has it’s Progreflive Motion, which carrys it from’ one 
Placeto another.

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they will fairly bear... Our Author owns that there may indecd 
be fome places in the Writiags, of the. Fathers. which may 
be obfcure: and that there are others, wherein they may feem to 
diffent from one another, at leaft to us wholive atfuch a great 
Diltance from theirtimes.But admitting thefe things,yet fince they 
are all agreed in the Fundamental Articles of our Faith, It 1s not 
much matter.if they agree or difagree in things of leffer Moment. 
And here Dr. Cave takes an occafion to enquire what fhould be the 
Reafon why the holy Fathers , whofe Authority has been fo 
much refpeéted for feveral Ages,fhould in this laft Century fall in- 
to fo much Contempt : and upon a ferious Scrutiny he tells us 
that the Chief Caufe of this Contempt which he can think of 
is, That the Fathers were the ftiffeft Afferters of the Catholick 
Faith,and the Doétrines maintain’d by the NiceneCouncils,andcon.

the Prevaricator.Now in order toclear-himfelf ofthis foul Afper- 
fion Our Authot-obferves that M.LeClerc is the firft of ail his Rea- 
ders, that could éver dif¢overhim to be guilty of any fach thing. 
‘He infornis us of ‘the-chief Defizn he had in Writing thofe Lives, 
- atidtells-us,that heHas not thereif tranfgre('d the Rules preferib- 
~ed by Gicero to an Hiftorian; Lsb. I. de Oratore, P+ 48.Heowns in- 
deed that he has not imitated Ze Clérc, for' that: would have been 
‘tohave mix’d Gontroverfies and unprofitable: Speculations «in his 
“Lives; and to have fwell’d them to a greater obulk-than! he:ever 
‘intended : That his Brevity‘oblig’d him to pafs by in filence fe- 
veral things, and particularly their Blemifhes, fince the expand, 
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of them would have done no good in the World,And that if for 
this his filence he muft: needs pafs for a Diffimulator ; he cannot: 
telj how to help it, but fairly leaves the Learned to be Judges in 
the Cafe. : \ PR 
Thefe and feveral- other things too long -herejto_ be inferted, 

Doctor Cave offers in the General to vindicate himfelf from Le 
Clerc’s Cenfure,. and.after this proceeds to confider the two par- 
ticular Inftances of Di/fimulation urg’d againft him by that Critick, 
viz. One with Refpect to Clemens Alexandrinus, and the other 
with Refpec to Exfebius, | 

As to Ciemens. Ak xandrinus,our Author tells us,that inWriting of 
his Life and recounting his Writings,when. hecametothe Alypoty- 
pofes, he gave an Account of the Opinion of Photius with. 
refpeét thereto, who fays that in this. Work were, cantain’d 
doses © pu dadessr0yvs, and that feveral Blafphemous Expreflions 
were inferted therein, but withal intimates as if: they were not 
the Wordsof Clement, but of fome other who had adulterated his 
Writings. To back this Opinion of Phorins , the Doctor pro- 
ducesthe Teftimony oi Rwfinus, and among the Moderns that of 
Péetavius, and fhews that the Conjecture of Photius is not fotrivial 
as Le Clerc afferts it to be.. After this he takes notice of the falfe 
Doétrines faid by Le Clerc to be contain’d in the Seromataof Clemens, 
Aléexandrinusviz.concerning the Eternity of the World,the Plato- 
nic Ideas, the Expreffions that favour-of Arianifm, the Reaovation, 
of the World, the Congreffes held between Angels ‘and Women, 
the ambiguity of the Word .~J@, and concerning: the. Apathy 
of Christand his Apoftles. Upon all thefe Notions but theJaft, 
our Author makes this gen¢ral Remark, “* that inthe Writings of 
“© the Fathersa Diftinction ought tobe made’ between Articles,of 
“« Faith, and Philofophi¢al Opinions :. That‘in the former they- 
* kept ftridly to the Sacred Scriptures andthe Catholick Tradi- 
“ tion, whilft in the latter they took a greater Latitude. -As for 
the Notion de Chriffi dmaSd¢ Dr. Cave takes it into a particular 
Confideration, and the Paflage whereinitis contain’d, viz. Strom. 
|, 6. p.649. he illuftrates at large, and vindicates from the falfeand 
difingenuous interpretation of Le Clerc. He fhews us in what: 
Senfe Chrift might-befaid not to have wanted theneceflaries of 
Life, and proves, that Clement was far from the Opinionsof the 
Docete,whofe Herefy he always oppugned,and that by that ed 
which he fays was in Chris? he only meant a freedom from tho 
viciousand troublefome Paflions which difturb and defile the Mind, 
and to which Christ was not Subject. Having 
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Having vindicated Clement, and fhewn that io Difimelation 
was usd with refpect to that Father, Dr. Cave goes on toclear | 
himfelf fromthe fame Imputation, with refpect to Ex/ebins,whom 
Le Clere accufes of Arianifm. Upon this Occafion our ‘Author 
fays, that itwas never his Intention to excufeEu/ebius of all faultsjon 
the coatrary he ‘had in exprefs terms caution’d’ his Reader again 
many things contain’d in his ‘Writings, which were loofe , found- 
ed harfh,and were dangerous ; and that his Principat Defi ign was to 
evince that he was not tainted-selats Arianoram docu, i. e.

comumicating Kings , has by name. Excommanicated two’ of 
our own Princes Henry VII. and Queen Elizabeth, and: does the © 
fame in Effect every Year bz the famous@allc Cene by our King: 
and Government at prefent. ; and that therefere they casmot 
Wonder if Proteftangsare defirous at leaft to difarm all thofe who 
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Own this Man for the Vicar of ‘efus Christ. (2.) Another Con- 
fideration which our Author offers to.hew why the -Romanifts 
are not to be allowed the fame tcleration here in England with 
other Diilenters is this, That Protefants have a.Right by the 
Principle of felf-prefervation to take fuch Methods with thofe ot 
‘the RomanCommunion, as may putit outof their Power.to do 
them a Mifchief; becaufe Papilts are oblig’d by the Laws of their 
Religion to perfecute Proteftants , and thefe are Laws (adds he;

After thefethings our Author goes on to offer feveral Reafons 
to perfwade thofe of the Church of Rome to examine the Grounds 
of their Religion ; As(1.)
